Smolts often stay at the mouth of the 
river for a while, probably to get used to 
the salt water. They feast on shrimps, 
sand eels and other small creatures. 


When they head out to sea, some 
young salmon make for the coast of 
Norway. But most of them swim 
towards the feeding grounds off the 
west coast of Greenland and 
Canada. No one is sure how they 
find their way there, but scientists 
believe that they navigate using the 
sun, moon and stars. 

Here they fatten up on shrimps and 
Capelin fish. Some of them only 
spend a year at sea before returning 
to their home river to breed. These 
fish are called grilse. Others spend 
2 or 3 years at sea before they 
return as salmon. 


A RARE SIGHT 

Wild salmon are not as common as they used 
to be because many rivers have become 
polluted and because the fish are caught in 
huge nets at sea. Salmon are now quite scarce 
in England but they still swim up rivers in 
Wales, Scotland and Ireland. A good place to 
spot them is by a waterfall or weir where they 
have to make a leap to get upstream. They only 
jump during the day because they need to be 
able to see the light above the rocks or weir to 
judge how far they have to jump. They often 
make several attempts before they can clear it. 


SALMON JOURNEYS 


When they return from 
Greenland they seem to be 
able to ‘smell’ the river 
where they were born. 
Maybe there are chemical 
signals given off by salmon 
belonging to their own 
breeding stock. 

To get to the shallow 
waters at the head of the 
river they often have to leap 
up waterfalls. They can 
jump as much as 2m in one 
leap, using their broad tails 
to propel themselves 
through the air. Such huge 
jumps are very tiring and by 
the time they have spawned 
many fish are too tired to 
make the journey down 
river again and they die. 


Nieto! 


Salmon grow very fast once 
they’re at sea - some of 
them are 20 times heavier 
after just one year. 
Fishermen, using nets, often 
catch some huge fish but the 
largest salmon caught by 
someone using a rod in 
Britain weighed a hefty 29kg. 
Miss G. W. Ballantine set this 
record in Scotland in 1922.
